The possessor of the 
high school diploma has little enough op¬ 
portunity. But the future of a drop-out 
who has not earned this precious piece of 
paper is dark indeed.

Diploma Recpiirements 

Present diploma requirements were 
adopted by the Boad of Education in 1958. 
Pupils from the junior high schools trans¬ 
fer 10 units to Bushwick. Pupils in term 
one and two usually take English, mathe¬ 
matics, world geography, general science 
and a foreign language. For the past four 
years first and second term students were 
programmed for five major subjects. AJl 
pupils are entitled to take unprepared ma¬ 
jors even if they failed in other subjects 
previously. 

Prepared majors include: English, his¬ 
tory, geography, mathematics, science and 
foreign languages. Unprepared majors in¬ 
clude : foods, clothing construction, cos¬ 
tume design, all shop subjects and major 
art. 

Required Units 

In the past, 25 units were required to be 
promoted into term seven. The number of 
required units is now 27. This is the only 
fundamental change which has been made.

Rise of Secre t Police

After three years of diligent and meticulous work, Mr. Arnold 
Reifer of our Social Studies Department, has recently completed writ¬ 
ing a book of great importance. It is Design for Terror, published to¬ 
day by the Exposition Press, an engrossing analysis of the organization 
and functions of the oppressive government systems in Nazi Germany 
and Soviet Russia. It depicts the ter-^ 


roristic nature of the secret police 
network in these areas and probes 
deeply into the significance of ter¬ 
rorism in a totalitarian state. 

As you read this book, you will 
become absorbed in the text. His 
vivid style of writing gives the read¬ 
er a new outlook on the subject. 

When asked what his purpose of 
writing this work was, he replied, 
“Socrates warned, ‘Know thyself’; 
Charles Beard, the noted economic 
historian, said ‘Republics are as like¬ 
ly to be undermined from within as 
from without.’ ” 

He believes that it is necessary to 
understand and appreciate both our 
role in American Society and the 
forces which compete against us. 

“I become both mad and disap¬ 
pointed when I see thirtj^-five half¬ 
leaning, half-slouching, half-sleeping 
high school students ‘pledge’ their 
allegiance to the one nation, more 
than any other, which symbolizes 
man’s resistance to tyranny, oppres¬ 
sion and persecution,” he remarked.

In his estimation, the pledge of al¬ 
legiance is much more than mere 
words. His study of Nazi Germany, 
Communist China and Soviet Russia 
and Cuba has intensified his feelings 
towards this tradition. Perhaps his 
book can instill this idea in others.

Former Israelite Desires 
Career in Aviat ion Field

Each year a significant number of foreign students come to our 
school from other lands. Some simply come because their parents have 
made the choice for them. Others have come with a special purpose in 
mind. This is the case with Mordchai^' 

Plakowicz of the senior class. 

In June, Mordchai came alone to 
the U.S. from Israel. Having rela¬ 
tives living in New York, he de¬ 
cided to come to Bushwick. Here he 
hopes to study and learn the English 
language, among other things, and 
then return to his native Israel. 

Before coming to the U.S. he travel¬ 
ed in Europe for almost a year, tour¬ 
ing most of the countries there with 
relatives and friends. It was evident 
that his heaid remains in Paris as 
he described the congenial environ¬ 
ment of this romantic and ancient 
city. 

He did not find it difficult to con¬ 
verse during his travels, as he can 
speak fiuently in five different lan¬ 
guages.

In his studies, Mordchai finds no 
particular difficulties, but does feel 
that the language barrier has caused 
him to lag behind.
